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To Collect Tin 
Cans August 15 


Local housewives will have a 
chance to co-operate in the sal- 
vage—scrap-metal drive on Satur- 
day and Sunday, August 15 and 
16, when tin cans will be collected 
from homes in four local precincts. 

Arrangements have meen made 
to have ten beach-wagons available 
for collecting, each to be manned 
by a _ truck-driver and two Boy 
Scouts. Housewives are urged to 
collect their tin cans during the 
coming week, and to leave them 
outside their front door in a gsuit- 
able container on the designated 
days. 

Saturday, August 15, will be col- 
lection day for Precincts 1 and 2, 
and Sunday for Precincts 3 and 6. 
Since the houses in Precincts 4 
and 5 are scattered Over a wide 
area, some central collection point 
will probably be designated for 
them later. 

Local air-raid wardens will dis- 
tribute leaflets at the houses on 
their beats this week, giving details 
as to how the cans should be pre- 
pared for collection. Briefly, the 
method is: (1) Wash cans thor- 
oughly, after emptying contents 
and removing paper labels. (2) 
Open cans at top and bottom, and 
tuck in’ both ends. (3) Flatten cans 
by stepping on them; do not ham- 
mer thém. Leave enough space be- 
tween the flattened sides to see 
through them. (4) Keep in a guit- 
able container, separate from trash, 
until the collection day. 

Paint, oil, varnish, floor polish 
and cone-shaped cans are not 
wanted for Salvage, and evaporated 
or condensed milk cans are also not 
worth Saving. Coffee cans and 
others with labels painted on them, 
however, can be used.

Because at least three regular 
police officers of the local force are 
now seeking to enter the armed 
forces, one of them having already 
been accepted by the Coast Guard 
Reserve, the Board of Selectmen 
yesterday, in a letter to Police 
Chief George A. Dane, outlined its 
policy on the enlistment of any 
members of a local public safety 
repartment. 


The letter, signed by Chairman 
Roy E. Hardy, stated that it is 
necessary “that we retain the regu- 
lar and experienced members of 
our two departments of public 
safety until the federal government 
insists that duty to the country at 
large is paramount.” 


The complete text was: 


“The selectmen have been con- 
sidering the proper attitude to be 
taken in connection with members 
of the police and fire departments 
who desire to enter the armed 
forces of our country. We feel that 
our own relation to the town makes 
it insistent that we retain the regu- 
lar and experienced members of our 
two departments of public safety 
until the federal government insists 
that duty to the country at large is 
paramount, ak 

“We are always ready to assist 
the war effort by advising any of 
the federal departments about the 
experience and ability of the men 
as we have found them, but we can- 
not conscientiously sidestep our 
duty of seeing that the public safety 
of the Town of Andover is main- 
tained at the highest possible level.

To Petition For 
Special Meeting 


School Closing Protested By 
Vale, West Parish Residents 


Following a meeting called by the 
Ballardvale Community Association 
in its rooms Monday evening, and 
a subsequent unanimous vote of 
approval by the 150 who attended, 
a petition for a special town meet- 
ing to decide whether the Bradlee, 
North and West Center schools 
shall be closed for the duration, has 
been drawn up and is being circu- 
lated. 

A previous petition, circulated in 
West Andover last week, was found 
to be invalid because of technicali- 
ties in its wording, and a group of 
West Andover residents, present at 
the Ballardvale meeting, are co- 
operating in the circulation of the 
new one. 

Since the protesting residents of 
the two out-lying communities are 
not empowered by law to petition 
the school committee directly to re- 
open the schools in September, they 
will be obliged to ask the selectmen 
to set a date for a Special town 
meeting in which the issue may be 
decided by the voters. 

A petition for such a meeting 
must be signed by 100 voters whose 
hames check with the registrars’ 
lists. Even if the 100 signatures are 
secured, which seems entirely prob- 
able, the selectmen have the power 
to refuse to hold the meeting. 

Monday’s meeting in Ballardvale 
was the regular monthly session of 
its community association, and was 
not called especially to take action 
on the school closing. A vote favor- 
ing the reopening was taken, ap- 
proval being unanimous, and then 
the meeting adjourned for an open 
session, presided over by William 
Riley as chairman, and William 
Stewart and George Hurd, co- 
chairmen,

Andover’s first and unheralded 
daylight air raid test yesterday 
morning was considered a Striking 
success by all officials concerned. 
Particularly noteworthy, in their es- 
timation, were the large percen- 
tage of the police and warden corps 
to respond for duty, the co-opera- 
tion of those who were on the 
Streets when the alert was sounded, 
and the accommodations of the cen- 
tral air raid shelters. 

The alarm was given shortly 
after 10:00, at which time most of 
the defense personnel had _  al- 
ready been called to duty. A small 
humber of shoppers were in the 
downtown district, and traffic was 
light. All had taken Shelter in 
stores, according to previous in- 
structions, within less than a min- 
ute after the sounding of the alarm. 

The three air raid shelters in the 
center of town were used by large 
numbers. The basement of the post 
office was somewhat crowded, as a 
large group from automobiles 
brought to a stop at the Chestnut 
Street traffic signal took shelter 
there. Altogether, there were about 
40 in the post office, 30 in the town 
hall corridor, 20 in the children’s 
room of the Memorial Hall library. 
Nearly every store had several Ppass- 
ersby who had taken refuge there 
when the whistles began to sound. 

Police Chief George A. Dane re- 
ported after the raid that there 
had been no violations of any kind, 
the first time that a perfect record 
had been achieved in any local air

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Police To Stop 
Sidewalk Cycling 


Andover police, following a 
serious warning issued by Chief 
George A. Dane two weeks ago, took 
stern action Tuesday against the 
riding of bicycles: on town side- 
walks by _ irresponsible youths. 
Cameron Mills, 18, of Oak street, 
Ballardvale, was fined $5 in trial 
court Tuesday morning for break- 
ing the ordinance prohibiting such 
practices. Officer Frank McBride 
was the complainant. 

Trial Justice Walter C. Tomlin- 
son, presiding at the session, 
promised that equally severe judg- 
ments would be rendered all 
brought before the court, in future, 
on similar charges. A few weeks 
ago, an elderly local man wag con- 
fined to his bed for several days 
after being struck by a Speeding 
bicyclist, and many other com- 
plaints of reckless riding have 
been received by the police depart- 
ment. 

Since many believe that the cam- 
paign against such riding is only a 
local policy of the police depart- 
ment, it may be well to point out 
that there is a Specific passage in 
the General Laws forbidding it. 
Chapter 85, Section 13, of the Gen- 
eral Laws, reads ag follows: 

“Whoever, without a permit, 
rides a bicycle in or upon a public 
way or square or park or land or 
driveway appurtenant to a public 
reservoir, at a rate of Speed exceed- 
ing 10 miles an hour, or rides it in 
or upon any such place without a 
Suitable alarm bell adapted for use 
by the rider, or, during the period 
from one-half hour after sunset to 
one-half hour before sunrise, with- 
out a light attached to the bicycle, 
visible from the front and rear, or 
rides itona sidewalk, shall be pun- 
ished by a fine of hot more than 
twenty dollars, and shall be further 
liable for all damages occasioned 
to any persons thereby; provided 
that proceedings for the enforce- 
ment of such penalty shall be com- 
menced not later than sixty days 
after the offence is committed.”

School Department 
To the Hditor: 


This communication is written to 
clarify the action taken by the An- 
dover school committee at a special 
meeting last week. 

A letter signed by the three local 
selectmen had been received at a 
previous meeting requesting that 
all town departments exercise the 
“strictest economy.” The Andover 
school committee, desiring to co- 
operate with the selectmen as much 
as possible, referred the matter to 
the sub-committee on finance. The 
sub-committee, after due delibera- 
tion, made several recommenda: 
tions which were approved by the 
full committee. However, the 
changes suggested were to be in 
effect for the duration and it was 
so voted by the committee. 

The school committee, in discuss- 
ing consolidation, were aware of 
the personal inconveniences that 
would exist as a result. But from 
an educational standpoint—with 
consolidation effected—the Andover 
school system will be very much 
improved. Combined grades will be 
entirely eliminated throughout. 

The abolishment of the art super- 
visor’s position does not mean that 
the teaching of art, as a subject, is 
discarded. The change _ simply 
means that the expense of instruc- 
tion will be reduced. The art pro- 
gram will be continued in all 
grades under the direction of the 
classroom teachers. 

The fact that the amount ordin- 
arily set aside for noon hour super- 

vision would be taken from the 


budget does not mean that there 
will be no supervision of the school 
children during the luncheon 
period. Supervision at this time will 
be even more important. However, 
the necessary supervision will be 
provided by the teachers them- 
selves. 

The Andover School Committee 
is unanimous in its determination 
to maintain high educational stand- 
ards in the schools. It is not the 
objective to sacrifice the best in- 
terests of the children for the sake 
of economy.

To the Editor: 


May I point out once more, to 
help keep the record straight, that 
even assuming the correctness of 
Mr. Savage’s “About 50 percent of 
the children in Massachusetts re- 
ceive no religious education what- 
ever,” this has nothing to do with 
Andover. 

For the fact is, this town does not 
know what its religious situation 
really is. We may swarm with “re- 
ligious illiterates’—whkatever these 
may turn out to be. Or we may not 
have any at all, so that there is, no 
problem and nothing especially dif- 
ferent for anybody to do. Certainly 
one gets the impression that most 
Andover parenis who send their off- 
spring to Sunday School irregularly 
or not at all—if there are any of 
this last—know exactly what they 
are about, are entirely competent 
to decide for themselves, and are 
not to be persuaded to take any- 
thing of a week-day which they do 
not desire on the Sabbath. 

Furthermore, little as we know 
about our own town, we know still 
less about others. There simply has 
been no competent and disinter- 
ested testimony yet submitted as to 
how any such scheme actually 
works in any community at all com- 
parable to our own. On two essen- 
tial points, we simply haven’t the 
evidence on which to act—and 
therefore shouldn't act at all. 

Mr. Savage hopes that even if 
we do take this one little step to- 
ward “co-operating” Church and 
State, nobody else is ever going to 
ask us to take another, and no 
special harm will be done. I also 
have this hope—but I do not have 
the corresponding expectation. 
That is not the way human nature 
works. 

He hopes, also, that counting off 
our children, some to this church, 
some to that, some to uo church at 
all, ‘tends toward unity rather than 
disunity of spirit.” As a matter of 
fact, real children form groups and 
cliques and gangs on the smallest 
provocation, so that the public 
schools are always having to resist 
the tendency. 

And finally, the willingness of 
clergy and laity alike “to co-operate 
for the religious welfare of the 
community” may be assumed. The 
only point under discussion is 
whether a particular and detailed 
innovation, religious and other wel- 
fares: together, is or is not to An- 
dover’s permanent advantage. 

But you can’t prove anything 
merely by opining that other 

people’s objections are less serious 
than they appear. Proof means 
facts, testimony, evidence. And the 
burden of proof is always on those 
who want the change.

Ed. Note. We think it entirely 
plausible that parents should want 
their children to have religious 
training on week-days, though they 
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may be lax on Sunday religion. For 
one thing, every child oes to 
school on week-days, though there 
may be a variety of reasons why 
he does not attend church on Sun- 
day, and parents might feel that a 
regular, progressive, systematic 
week-day plan of education offers 
advantages that a Sunday school 
does not. 

Besides, Sunday was meant, and 
is primarily observed, as a day of 
rest, study and work being ex. 
cluded as much as possible. Very 
few people, we think, write letters 
on Sunday, or polish their cars, or 
mow their lawns, though they cer- 
tainly have more time then than in 
the middle of the week. 

That the plan actually works is 
proved by the fact that it has been 
under consideration and in opera- 
tion for 30 years. In 1940—figures 
for last year are not available as 
yet—it was operating in 488 school 
systems in 38 states. It is certainly 
new to Andover, but it cannot be 
assumed to be wholly untried and 
experimental. 

Ana, in a government as strongly 
centralized as ours is today, we 
can’t imagine what the “next step” 
to co-operation between church and 
state could possibly be. Probably 
there was never less danger of that 
in our history. 

And we don’t think that cliques 
would be formed on the basis of re- 
iigion. Children just don’t consider 
church-going or religion in a social 
light. The children who enter the 
Junior high each year from St. 
Augustine's school, which offers the 
only week-day religious education 
we have at present, are easily as- 
similated. They do not form cliques, 
and they quickly and easily take 
their place in all public school ac- 
tivities. 

We never meant to infer that the 
objections to the plan were not 
serious, and we are quite convinced 
of ihe sincerity of its opponents. 
None the less, only eight persons 
have publicly disapproved the plan, 
and more than eight local clergy- 
men are sponsoring it. If even a 
small fraction of their congrega- 
tions are supporting them in the 
matter, surely the large number of 
proponents exceeds the small num- 
ber of opponents. And since the 
plan was fully prepared by the 
clergymen for aciion by the school 
committee, and then opposed by a 
decided minority, we think that 
the burden of proof rests on that 
minority.
